My wife and I are owners of Forest Ridge Shopping Center, Phase 
I, which includes Lot 32 in Delta Heights Addition. It also 
includes two private drivewavs, one between Rallv's and Pizza 
Hut, and the other one between Rallv’s and McDonald's. These 
roads join together and extend to Forest Avenue, which currently 
is an ingress and egress to the only three existing businesses 
adjoining thereto which is Pizza Hut, Rally's and McDonald's. 
The public uses this not only as an ingress and egress to these 
establishments, they also use it аз a public convenience as а 
Shortcut from State Street to Coliseum Blvd. 


In order to get the City of Fort Wayne Plan Commission to approve 
Phase I of Forest Ridge Shopping Center. the requirements were 
that we petition the City to vacate that part of Forest Avenue 
between Lots 31 and 32. We also had to construct а road, paving 
and curbing on that part of Forest Avenue, along with 
establishing curb cuts, and a deceleration lane on Coliseum 
Boulevard. We also had to construct light poles along side of 
Forest Avenue, and landscape areas both on the North side and on 
the South side of Forest Avenue. 


In doingz all of this, in order to for the City to approve Phase I 
of Forest Ridgze Shopping Center, we had to pay many thousands of 
dollars for the deceleration lane on Coliseum Blvd., the 
construction of the road where Forest Avenue is, including 
curbing along both sides of said road, installation of two light 
poles, bonding for the driveway permits, employed surveys for 
easements for a storm sewer that is within Forest Avenue boundary 
lines. We also have to pay monthly light bills along Forest 
Avenue along with monthly light bills for the lighting along the 
other two streets and the connecting street. Forest Avenue along 
Coliseum Blvd. was created in 1922 when Delta Heights Addition 
was platted out, apparently for use by residents of J. H. 
Feichter's Gardenview Addition, which was divided in dwelling 
lots and Forest Avenue never was constructed or used by anyone 
since the platting. 


If the City desires to maintain ownership of Forest Avenue then 
we believe we should be reimbursed for all our expenditures to 
date for construction of said street, curbs, greenwav 
landscaping, lighting, and the deceleration lane on Coliseum 
Blvd, We do not feel that legally we should be paying for 
lighting, landscaping, and maintenance of lighting and 
maintenance of said Forest Avenue if the City retains ownership 
and control thereof. 


We would be willing for the City not only to maintain ownership 
of Forest Avenue and the other two adjoining two streets along 
with the cost of lighting, upkeep and maintenance thereof. We 
believe that if the City Council would review drawings of Phase 
I of Forest Ridge Shopping Center, which has been tentatively 
approved by the City Plan Commission, they will understand the 
necessity of either the City or us, owning, paying for, and 
maintaining not only Forest Avenue, but the connecting streets. 


We are presently in the process of developing the rest of Lots 
21, 22, 23, 24 and 25 and part of 26, J. H. Feichter’s Gardenview 


Addition. ТЕ will be necessary for us to be able to permit the 
public to have the use of and access to Forest Avenue adjoining 
Coliseum Blvd., along with Delaware Avenue. This development 


would certainly assist the City of Fort Wayne in obtaining 
additional revenues through its real estate taxing system and 
fees for use of the Glenbrook storm sewer. 


We would be willing to present to the City of Fort Wayne City 
Council, a drawing of Phase I of Forest Ridge Shopping Center, 
and explain to the Council our present development plans which 
have reached an advanced stage in order for them to determine if 
they want to continue ownership and bear the expense of owning a 
parcel of land now commonly known as Forest Avenue between Lot 21 
of J. H. Feichter's Gardenview Addition and Coliseum Blvd., or 
let us proceed with our development plans and have us maintain 
said roadway for public access to and from Forest Ridge Shopping 
Center Phase I and Phase II.
